BILL 

TO 

Provide for the Abolition of two Judgeships of the High a.d. 1906. 
Court in Ireland, and to reduce the Salary of the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. — (1) The vacancy existing at the passing of this Act in the Abolition of 

office of puisne judge of the King’s Bench Division of the High j> ld g e9hl P s - 
Court shall not be filled. 

(2) On the occurrence of the next succeeding vacancy in the 
office of a judge of the said Division, other than the Lord Chief 
10 Justice, the vacancy shall not be filled, and the number of judges 
of that Division shall thereupon be reduced to eight. 

2. The annual salary attached to the office of Lord Chancellor Salary of 
shall as from the passing of this Act be reduced to six thousand ^J[^, Chan ' 
pounds. 

15 3. This Act shall apply to Ireland only, and may be cited as Application, 

the Judicature (Ireland) Act, 1906, and may be cited with the 
Judicature (Ireland) Acts, 1877 to 1897- 
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
